my pu rpose in coming to you this 
afternoon. 
Tells Ideals 
"To establish an ideal govern­ 
ment is one thing, to malntatin it 
Is another. 
It is the responsibil­ 
ity of every individu al citizen to 
help in the maintenance of the best 
form of government in the world. 
"There are fou r things 
which 
promote good government, edu ca­ 
tion, discipline, team

The speaker forcefu lly illu strat­ 
ed the necessity for discipline In 
all walks of life and indicated the 
essential qu ality of discipline In 
su ccess of any kind.

“You can’t get something 
for 
nothing,” he said, "and the indi­ 
vidu al who will su cceed is the one 
who Is willing to su bmerge his own 
individu ality n the law 
of 
the 
work in which he is engaged. 
"Discipline is a state of mind, 


which is not attained overnight, 
bu t is achieved by consistent, con­ 
scientiou s attention to the 
little 
everyday things. 
“Team work is co-ordinate. ef­ 
fort, and any kind of team work 
means better citizenship, 
"The kind of patriotism we need 
is not the kind that makes a man 
sing the national anthem 
lou dly 
when someone 
is 
listening, 
or 
salu te the flag when he is in a 
crowd, bu t the kind 
which 
will 
take every citizen to 
the polls 
every election day. The right kind 
of patriotism means honesty and 
eternal vigilance, in all the things 
that bring honor to the cou ntry. 
Telle Respo nsibility 
“The responsibility of citizen­ 
ship Is equ al for every man and 
woman. It cannot be passed on. 
"Good citizenship means a com­ 
bination of the factors

have 
cited, in the maintenanace of the 
motto, ‘one cou ntry, one langu age, 
one flag.’”

On the same date, it is stated, there were 48 ,500 
p risoners confined in the p risons and concentration 
camp s, of whom 20,000 had been condemned and 
the remainder were awaiting trial. Of the condemn­ 
ed, 6 0 p er cent were “intellectu als.” 
Here is information fitting in with the statements 
abou t Ru ssia recently made by Secretaries Hu ghes 
and Hoov er, and tending still fu rther to disillu sion 
those who hav e hop ed against hop e that the rev olu ­ 
tion wou ld bring freedom to Ru ssia. 
These figu res su ggest, more than any thing else, 
the regime of the old czars, with its cru el sy stem of 
imp risonment and ex ile as p u nishment for the crime 
of disagreeing with the ex isting gov ernment.

form of czarism has giv en way to another form of 
czarism. 
Political intolerance has relax ed somewhat 
of late, bu t it is clear that a new birth of freedom is 
needed if the Ru ssian p eop le are to be really free.

Fresno Republican. 
Instant action shou ld be taken by ou r rep resen­ 
tativ es at Sacramento to get emergency legislation 
throu gh to create ou r cou nty traffic sq u ad. 
To leav e the highway s of the state withou t regu ­ 
lation, wou ld amou nt to criminal carelessness on the 
p art of ou r gov ernment. 
We wou ld not think of ru nning rail trains ov er 
railroads, withou t skilled regu lation. 
This ev en 
thou gh they ru n on fix ed tracks, u p on or across 
which no one goee withou t du e notice of his p eril. 
Bu t a v ery large share of ou r traffic and ou r 
trav el Is now done on the op en highway s, u p on 
which there goes, u nder the direction of u nskilled 
hands, a million au tomobiles in the state of Califor­ 
nia. 
And each one of these motor cars is a weap on of 
death, in the hands of the u nskilled or the careless. 
Of cou rse the au tomobile driv ers of the state will 
not all at once go wild, merely becau se .the traffic 
officers hav e been remov ed. 
Bu t the p resence of these traffic officers is a 
p art of the restraint—v irtu ally the only restraint 
that we hav e u p on the handling of this ev er 
menacing traffic* 
We shou ld hav e stiffer req u irements for the driv ­ 
ing of cars. 
We shou ld hav e more definite p u nish­ 
ments inflicted on the careless or the contemp tu ou s 
who imp eril the p u blic. 
Instead of that, we are now faced with a remov al 
of what little restraint there is. 
The p rop osal that we hav e a large bu nch of ama­ 
teu r "sp eed cop s” is well meant, bu t not of mu ch 
serv ice. 
The district attorney p oints ou t that merely “tak­ 
ing the nu mber” is of little v alu e. The comp lainant 
mu st be able to identify the driv er, In order to swear 
ou t a comp laint. 
Test this on y ou rself. 
Take the nu mber of traf­ 
fic offenses that y ou see, esp ecially when y ou are 
not consciou sly looking for them. 
How many in­ 
stances do y ou hav e a chance to observ e the nu m­ 
ber, and record it so accu rately that y ou can, hou rs 
later, swear that y ou hav e It right? 
And in how

There is hop e, howev er, that Easter Island is still 
where it ou ght to be. The news disp atch from Tahiti, 
telling how a French steamer failed to find it after 
the most p ainstaking q u est, adds this cheerfu l re­ 
mark: 
“It is p ointed ou t by marine au thorities that 
observ ations of French merchant skip p ers are not 
alway s correct.”

Secretary Hoov er addresses a commu nication to 
“His Ex cellency , the President,” and sticklers for 
etiq u ette hasten to annou nce that this is not the 
correct title. 
The chief ex ecu tiv e is simp ly “The 
President.” 
The q u estion was settled more than a centu ry 
ago. 
The first Congress that assembled after the 
adop tion of the Constitu tion considered the merits 
of “His Ex cellency ” and discarded it, discarding 
also the sonorou s title of “President of the United 
States and Protector of their Liberties.” While the 
p roblem was still debated, Congress solv ed it in a 
p ractical way by sending a commu nication to George 
Washington addressed simp ly to “The President.” 
That is what ou r First Citizen has remained, and is 
likely to remain. 
It is a fine, ap p rop riate title, fitting the office and 
fitting the cou ntry . Americans are not mu ch giv en 
to titles, ex cep t in secret societies, and see some­ 
thing ridicu lou s in say ing "You r Majesty ” to a king 
who may not be majestic at all, or “You r Lordship ” 
to a man who is not lordly , or “You r Grace” to a 
p erson who may not be graciou s. Ev en where the 
traditional titles are not incongru ou s, they seem 
stilted. 
"Ex cellency ” or “Honorable” 
is 
ap p lied 
sometimes to gov ernors or other p u blic fu nction­ 
aries in this cou ntry , bu t has no p op u lar ap p eal. 
Most Americans p refer p lain "Mister,” letting the 
rest of the name sp eak for itself. 
The p residency of the United States, the highest 
office in the world, needs to borrow nothing from 
Old World flu bdu bbery . “The President” is enou gh, 
as “Caesar” was enou gh in old Rome.

(This is the sev enth of 14 articles on the City -Man- 
ager p lan, by H. S. Gilbertson of the National Mu nicip al 
Leagu e.) 
The remarkable p rogress of Day ton u nder the city -manager 
p lan of mu nicip al gov ernment has been told in fu ller detail than 
sp ace will allow for the rest of the 200 city -manager towns, bu t 
nearly all of them hav e similar stories to tell. 
Nearly all, bu t there are a few where the change has not 
brou ght p rogress or efficiency Immediately , cities that hav e elected 
u np rogressiv e cou ncils which p u t in local p oliticians as managers 
and hav e sat down and stagnated. 
Yet ev en there issu es hav e cleared, obstru ctiv e influ ences 
hav e been identified and su ccessiv e elections brou ght relief. 
One su ch cou ncil in Ohio p lay ed p olitics two terms, bu t the town 
saw ex actly what was going on and at the third election a dis­ 
criminating landslide p u t three of the cou ncilmen ou t of p olitics 
and installed a harmoniou s, liv e cou ncil and a new high-grade 
manager. 
There Is no magic in this plan of government that will pre­ 
vent the people from electing the wrong men. The plans compels 
them to make their mistakes in broad daylight, and the chance to 
go astray under those conditions is the irreducible hazard of de­ 
mocracy. 
Almost alway s they hav e chosen better men than hav e hitherto 
been su ccessfu l in local p olitics. Of cou rse, what one town is p rou d 
of, another may consider ‘old-fashioned, bu t ev ery town rep orts 
imp rov ement. 
Here are some ty p ical rep orts of financial p rogress. 
San Jose, Cal. (p op u lation 40,000) ran in 1919 with less ex ­ 
p enditu re than the old gov ernment in 1916 desp ite adv anced costs. 
Manistee, Mich, (p op u lation 10,000) had u nder the old gov ­ 
ernment v oted a bond issu e of $80,000 for a new tru nk sewer. The 
new gov ernment sp ent $1200 cleaning tons of debris from the 
old sewer, then fou nd adeq u ate. 
Sandu sky , O. (p op u lation 23,000) redu ced its debt $230,000, 
and in 1919 u nder the new p lan Its op erating ex p enses, desp ite 
ascending wages and costs, were less than u nder the old p lan in 
1914. 
Ashtabu la, Q., is still liv ing within its p re-war tax rate. 
Sau lt Ste Marie, Mich, (p op u lation 12,000) sav ed $6 7 ,000 in 
two y ears. 
Alhambra, Cal. (p op u lation 10,000) bou ght the water sy stem 
and ran it for $14,000 a y ear less than the p riv ate corp oration did. 
In Waltham, Mass., the new gov ernment increased the city 
tax rate only 8 p er cent -while labor increased 54 p er cent; the 
water and engineering dep artments were combined, thu s sav ing 
salaries and increasing efficiency ; by stop p ing leakage and waste, 
an ex p enditu re of $300,000 for a new water su p p ly was av oided. 
Griffin, Ga. (p op u lation 8 240) sav ed $43,000 the first y ear by 
Imp rov ing ev ery dep artment, and did more street work in one 
y ear than in any p rev iou s fiv e y ears. 
Wichita, Kas. (p op u lation 7 2,000) bu ilt a sewer by direct labor 
at a cost of $214,000. The lowest contractor’s bid was $316 ,000. 
Webster City , la. (p op u lation 6 000) has sav ed $36 ,000 a y ear 
since the adop tion of the p lan. 
Among the most significant featu res of bu siness administra­ 
tion in most of these cities is the adop tion of a modern bu dget. 
The needs of the city are carefu lly p lanned a y ear ahead in 
great detail and there is a p owerfu l incentiv e to liv e within the 
income. 
Economy is made p ossible, too, for the reason that a lot of 
p olitical creditors are eliminated and p olitical “fences” do not 
hav e to be bu ilt ou t of the city treasu ry .

It seems 
strang e to me 
that 
among the "reforms” which hav e 
been su ggested in modern edu ca­ 
tion du ring the last forty y ears, no 
one has v entu red to attack 
the 
stu dy of mathematics. 
It is alway s assu med by the ig­ 
norant, that Latin and Greek are 
u seless stu dies, and 
that mathe­ 
matics is v alu able and p ractical. 
The tru th Is, that for ev ery occu ­ 
p ation ex cep t one for which higher 
mathematics is a p rereq u isite, like 
civ il engineering, Greek and Latin 
are more u sefu l. For the p reacher, 
the lawy er, the doctor, the jou rnal­ 
ist, and for nearly all 
bu siness 
men, the classics are more imp ort­ 
ant than mathematics. 
Training in. these ancient langu ­ 
ages, with the accomp any ing cu l­ 
tu re and 
history with 
the 
aid 
giv en to the meaning of English 
words and to the mastery of Eng­ 
lish sty le and ex p ression—where 
does the binomial theorem stand 
in comp arison? 
I believ e in the eq u al dignity 
of all su bjects of learning. Bu t it 
seems absu rd for a u niv ersity to 
req u ire neither Latin nor Greek 
for a bachelor of arts degree, and 
y et Insist on the higher mathe­ 
matics. 
I wou ld 
at least 
allow 
ev ery stu dent a free choice as be- 
tween classics and mathematics. 
And lf I were a p u p il, I shou ld not 
hesitate a moment. 


I hav e no dou bt that for those 
who hav e a natu ral ap titu de 
for 
the stu dy , mathematics are v alu a­ 
ble as intellectu al discip line and 
training, whether 
one will 
u se 
them definitely or not. They are 
p articu larly v alu able for nov elists 
and p lay wrights. Bu t for those who 
hav e no gift and no inclination, 
mathematics are often worse than 
u seless—they are a p ositiv e in­ 
ju ry . 
Becau se I was forced to do so, 
I stu died 
mathematics faithfu lly 
and conscientiou sly from the age 
of 3 to the age of 21; that is, from 
the time I first went to school u n­ 
til the end of my ju nior y ear in 
college. After Iring div ision, it is 
my conv iction 
that nearly ev ery 
hou r sp ent 
on the su bject 
was 
thrown away . It was worse than 
thrown away ; the time cou ld hav e 
been better emp loy ed in 
manu al 
labor, in ou tdoor ex ercises, or in 
sleep . 
Mathematics was a constant dis­ 
cou ragement and heartbreak; the 
harder I worked, tho less resu lt I 
obtained. 
How bitterly I regret 
those hou rs and day s and weeks 
and 
months 
and 
y ears, 
which 
might hav e teen 
h o mu ch more 
p rofitably emp loy ed on stu dies that 
wou ld hav e stimu lated my mind 
instead of stu p efy ing it!—William 
Ly on Phelp s in Scribner’s Maga­ 
zine.
